Today  marks  the  beginning  of 
Lasell's  107th  consecutive  year, 
and  the  College  is  happy  to  wel¬ 
come  to  its  campus  again,  as  it 
has  for  most  of  the  past  decade, 
a  capacity  student  body. 

Although  final  enrollment 
figures  will  not  be  available  until 
after  the  completion  of  registra¬ 
tion  on  Saturday,  present  indica¬ 
tions  are  that  in  spite  of  the 
terrific  pressure  for  admission 
currently  being  put  on  Lasell  as 
on  all  other  American  colleges, 
the  total  student  body  will  have 
been  successfully  held  within  the 
limit  of  600  set  some  years  ago 
by  the  President  and  the  Admin¬ 
istration  as  being  the  maximum 
consistent  with  the  ideal  of  re¬ 
taining  the  numerous  advantages 
of  keeping  Lasell  a  “small  col¬ 
lege.” 

According  to  the  best  estimates 
of  the  Recorder's  Office,  this 
figure  breaks  down  into  275 
Seniors  and  325  Freshmen,  460  of 
'these  being  resident  students  and 
140  commuters. 

The  returning  student  body 
comes  from  some  20  states  and 
nine  foreign  countries,  with  the 
largest  single  group  from  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  Next  most  numerous 
contingents  come  from  Connecti¬ 
cut,  New  York,  and  New  Jersey, 
in  that  order.  Tentative  figures 
indicate  that  today's  registration 
will  put  about  one-quarter  of  this 
student  body  into  the  Secretarial 
curriculum  with  the  Medical  Sec¬ 
retarial,  Retailing,  Child  Study 
and  General  curricula  following 
close  behind  in  popularity. 

Dean  Van  Etten  has  very 
kindly  supplemented  these  statis¬ 
tics  with  a  number  of  official  an¬ 
nouncements  and  suggestions  con¬ 
cerning  the  activities  of  the 
coming  week  which  will  be  of 
immediate  interest  to  both  seniors 
and  freshmen. 

Tips  for  Freshmen 

In  our  first  days  at  College,  it 
wold  be  most  unusual  if  at  one 
time  or  another  you  did  not  have 
moments  of  bewilderment,  per¬ 
plexity,  or  doubt.  Expect  them, 
and  don’t  be  surprised.  Entering 
Freshmen  at  all  colleges  are 
inevitably  experiencing  similar 
situations  and  asking  themselves 
such  questions  as  “Will  others 
like  me?”  “Will  I  really  feel  at 


home  in  this  new  place?”  “Will 
I  have  dates?”  “Will  I  be  able 
to  make  good  grades?” 

Be  assured  that  you  will  find 
answers  before  long,  just  as  other 
students  have  in  previous  years. 
Meanwhile,  be  patient,  meet  each 
appointment  on  time,  keep  busy 
settling  your  room,  getting  ac¬ 
quainted,  and  when  classes  start, 
concentrate  immediately  on  the 
first  assignment.  Seniors,  Fac¬ 
ulty,  and  Administration  are 
available  to  give  a  helping  hand. 
See  if  you  can  give  a  helping 
hand  to  someone  else. 

Program  Changes 

Carefully  consider  your  curri¬ 
culum  as  a  whole  and  each  sub¬ 
ject  of  which  it  is  comprised. 
Your  courses  have  been  outlined 
according  to  your  abilities  and 
declarations  of  interest.  If  you 
are  planning  to  transfer  to  a 
Liberal  Arts  college  or  profes¬ 
sional  school  after  your  two  years 
at  Lasell  make  certain  that  you 
are  taking  Liberal  Arts  courses 
or  other  requirements  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  college  of  your 
choice.  Your  Academic  Advisor 
has  on  file  many  catalogs  and  can 
give  you  information. 

You  also  should  make  sure, 
particularly  if  you  are  a  Senior, 
that  you  have  taken  or  are  taking 
all  of  the  requirements  for  the 
Associate  degree  in  your  curri¬ 
culum.

Rotterdam,  July  6 

On  June  25,  at  the  Henry 
Hudson  Hotel  in  New  York  City, 
180  Experimenters  out  of  850 
from  the  Experiment  in  Inter¬ 
national  Living  were  getting 
ready  to  set  sail  for  different 
parts  of  Europe  on  the  S.S. 
Waterman. 

The  orientation  program  in 


New  York  included  a  tour 
through  the  U.N.,  a  Community 
Ambassadors  meeting  and  an 
embarkation  meeting,  after  which 
17  group  leaders  met  their  groups 
for  the  first  time  to  go  over  last- 
minute  details. 

This  year  the  Experiment  is 
celebrating  its  25th  anniversary 
and  the  Community  Ambassadors 
project  its  10th  year.  Sixty-six 
community  Ambassadors  are  in¬ 
cluded  from  55  communities  in  16 
states,  and  three  of  the  four 
original  communities  —  Glen 
Fails,  Jamestown,  and  Schenec¬ 
tady,  N.Y.  —  are  sending  their 
10th  representative. 

On  June  26  the  Experiment 
proceeded  full-speed  ahead  from 
Hoboken,  N.J.  Since  our  ship 
was  delayed  at  the  embarkation, 
one  can  easily  imagine  what  a 
chaotic  but  amusing  conglomera¬ 
tion  of  activities  took  place 
among  the  880  passengers  and 
relatives  for  the  final  “bon 
voyage!” 

The  ship  started  out  of  the 
Port  of  New  York,  with  the  city 
skyline  vanishing  on  one  side  and 
the  Statue  of  Liberty  waving 
good-bye  on  the  other,  when  sud¬ 
denly  without  warning  it  stopped. 
The  fog  had  become  so  heavy 
that  all  ships  had  to  anchor,  even 
the  Queen  Elizabeth,  which  was 
to  the  left  of  the  Waterman. 
When  did  we  finally  sail?  On 


June  27,  2:30  a.m.  —  9%  hours 
late. 

However,  that  was  not  the  only 
unusual  event  in  store  for  some 
55  female  passengers  (including 
yours  truly)  who  were  struggling 
with  suitcases,  knapsacks,  and 
sleeping  bags  to  find  their  state¬ 
rooms.  No  such  thing  existed  for 
these  poor  eager-eyed  optimists. 
The  staterooms  turned  out  to  be 
one  large  room  called  “Dormitory 
B,”  with  upper  and  lower  berths 
sleeping  55  girls  in  real  Army 
style.  Imagine  the  sheer  amaze¬ 
ment  and  the  turning  of  happy 
voyagers’  faces  to  stone-white 
statues  as  the  ideal  Hollywood 
version  of  traveling  became  un¬ 
realistic.  Nevertheless,  with  the 
aid  of  forced  laughter  and  hu¬ 
morous  remarks,  amusement  over 
the  whole  situation  was  restored, 
and  the  troopers  marched  into 
their  barracks.  Yes,  it  certainly 
was  a  wonderful  test  of  adapt¬ 
ability.  Dormitory  B,  with  the 
cooperation  of  all,  became  a 
slight  improvement  over  Coney 
Island.  I  couldn’t  help  thinking 
what  a  beautiful  cover  this  would 
have  made  for  the  Saturday 
Evening  Post! 

Because  the  ship  belongs  to  the 
Holland-America  Line,  it  had 
the  most  fascinating  crew  of 
Indonesians.  All  the  waiters  ap¬ 
peared  about  the  same  height  ■ —

Changes  in  your  courses  should 
be  kept  at  a  minimum.  If  a 
change  is  to  your  advantage,  it 
should  be  made  as  early  as  pos¬ 
sible  during  the  first  week  of 
classes.  Unless  absolutely  impera¬ 
tive,  changes  during  the  second 
week  are  discouraged. 

Class  Attendance 

Lasell  expects  its  students  to 
take  responsibility  in  many  ways, 
one  of  which  is  by  attending 
classes  regularly.  It  is  a  privilege 
to  be  in  college,  and  to  gain  the 
most  from  your  classes  regular 
attendance  and  sustained,  serious 
study  are  essential. 

To  understand  each  paragraph 
under  “Class  Attendance”  on 
pages  35-36  of  the  “Blue  Book” 
is  important  to  all.  Seniors  will 
note  several  changes  from  last 
year.  Here  are  several  items 
which  need  particular  emphasis : 

(1)  A  cut  constitutes  an  ab¬ 
sence  from  class  for  any  reason, 
including  illness. 

(2)  Absences  from  classes  are 
not  permitted  during  the  two 
days  before  or  the  two  days  after 
Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  and 
Spring  vacations.  This  also  ap¬ 
plies  to  November  11,  Veterans' 
Day. 

(3)  Absences  from  classes  are 
not  permitted  during  the  two 
days  prior  to  semester  examina¬ 
tions. 

(4)  If  a  resident  student  is  ill, 
the  Infirmary  should  be  notified 
prior  to  the  first  class  missed.  If 
a  day  student  is  ill  a  message 
should  be  telephoned  to  the  Re¬ 
corder's  Office  prior  to  the  first 
class  missed. 

The  forehanded  student  will 
save  her  cuts  for  emergencies 
only,  and  will  keep  a  record  of 
the  date  and  reason  for  any 
necessary  cuts  in  her  “Blue 
Book”  in  the  space  provided  on 
page  65.

forms  with  soft  black  velveteen 
hats.  After  working  hours  some 
of  the  waiters  would  wear  their 
beautiful  wrap-around  Indonesian 
skirts,  sit  Indian  style  in  the 
corridors,  and  play  the  most 
exotic  and  mysterious  music.  As 
they  got  inspired,  more  Indone¬ 
sian  musicians  would  come  out 
from  their  quarters  to  join  the 
group.  Eventually,  as  the  listen¬ 
ing  group  of  curious  Americans 
began  to  multiply,  everyone  would 
adjourn  to  the  dining  room.  This 
went  on  every  night  and  some¬ 
times  provided  keen  competition 
for  the  “Ivy  Five,”  musicians 
from  Yale  who  played  con¬ 
tinuously  in  the  lounge. 

The  Indonesians  were  very 
friendly,  courteous,  and  obliging 
people.

Anna  Kugler,  who  prefers  to  be 
called  “Polle”,  is  a  vivacious 
Freshman  who  came  from  Gmun- 
den,  Austria,  only  six  weeks  ago. 
This  fact  is  really  surprising, 
because  she  speaks  English  so 
well.  Polle  studied  English  for 
four  years  in  high  school;  how¬ 
ever,  she  was  never  actually 
taught  conversational  English. 

When  asked  how  she  likes  the 
United  States  Polle  quickly  re¬ 
plied,  “I  love  it.”  She  is  not 
homesick  at  all  and  is  not  par¬ 
ticularly  looking  forward  to  re¬ 
turning  to  Austria  in  June.  One 
of  the  many  things  that  impresses 
Polle  are  our  highways.

The  aspect  of  Lasell  that  Polle 
is  most  impressed  by  is  the  friend¬ 
liness  of  the  faculty.

When  asked  if  the  girls  at 
Lasell  are  very  different  from 
Austrian  girls,  Polle  smiled  and 
said  “No.  The  general  topics  of 
conversation  are  the  same  — 
those  being  boys  and  clothes.” 
However,  she  said  that  American 
girls  date  at  a  much  earlier  age. 
In  Austria,  with  a  few  exceptions, 
a  girl  never  dates  before  she  is 
sixteen  years  of  age. 

Polle  is  enrolled  as  a  General 
Academic  student.  The  subjects 
she  finds  the  most  challenging 
are  English  and  Speech.  In  June 
Polle  is  going  to  return  to  Austria 
and  study  at  the  University  of 
Vienna.  She  hopes  to  become  an 
English  and  French  interpreter 
for  the  United  Nations  in  Austria.

2.  Substitute  for  Section  5, 
Article  IV,  the  following: 

"The  LCCA  Board  shall  consist 
of  the  following:  president,  vice 
president,  secretary-treasurer  and 
the  chairmen  of  the  Blue  Feather, 
Campus  Service,  Community  Ser¬ 
vice,  Publicity  and  Red  Cross 
Committees. 

Freshmen  representatives  shall 
be  appointed  to  the  Board  at  the 
direction  of  the  Board  Chairmen 
early  in  the  fall.

The  Fourth  of  July  was  cele¬ 
brated  with  a  delicious  Captain’s 
Dinner,  with  American  flags  all 
over  the  walls  in  the  dining  room 
and  individual  small  ones  on  the 
tables,  the  singing  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Anthem,  and  the  end  of  a 
rough  four-day  storm  at  sea. 
Strange  as  it  may  seem,  most  of 
us  were  very  moved  by  all  this 
and  sang  our  country’s  song  with 
a  lump  in  our  throats. 

The  orientation  program  on 
board  ship  was  far  superior  to 
anything  I  ever  imagined.  Con¬ 
tinual  lectures  and  panel  discus¬ 
sions  by  prominent  professors  and 
world  travelers  were  held  morn¬ 
ings  and  afternoons.  These  lec¬ 
tures  covered  European  politics, 
government,  living,  music,  etc. 
Besides  all  this,  group  meetings 
were  held  once  a  day,  language 
classes  once  a  day,  and  two  Com¬ 
munity  Ambassador  meetings. 

One  of  the  most  stimulating 
lecturers  was  Father  Hendrick 
Baljon,  a  Dutch-Viennese  corre 
spondent  on  Central  European 
affairs.  He  told  the  story  of  the 
Hungarian  revolt  which  he  cover¬ 
ed  in  Budapest  disguised  as  a 
doctor.  Through  the  AVD  (secret 
police)  every  person  in  Hungary 
was  spied  upon  by  two  others  who 
found  out  about  his  weak  points 
and  reported  them  through  a  card 
system. 

The  street  fighting  was  carried 
on  by  the  old  as  well  as  the 
young,  who  were  taught  to  pour 
melted  soap  all  over  the  streets 
so  the  Russian  tanks  would  lose 
control,  to  string  up  wire  across 
the  streets  so  the  tanks  would 
stop  in  the  entanglement  while 
hand  grenades  would  be  dropped

from  above,  and  to  use  “Molotov 
cocktails.” 

After  the  first  victory  over  the 
Russians,  Father  Baljon  asked 
some  Hungarians  if  they  were  not 
afraid  the  Russians  would  come 
back.  In  a  very  positive  way  they 
said,  “Of  course  not;  the  U.  S. 
and  the  U.  N.  would  not  allow 
them."  Of  course  the  Russians 
did  go  back  while  most  of  the 
Hungarians  were  still  celebrating. 
Father  Baljon  said  that  the  Hun¬ 
garians  kept  waiting  for  help  — 
in  all  that  suffering  they  even 
had  a  square  reserved  in  the  city 
so  a  celebration  could  be  held 
when  aid  arrived  from  the  U.  N. 
The  most  heart-breaking  part  was 
that  the  Hungarians  had  all  this 
hope  and  faith,  and  the  aid  did 
not  reach  them  until  much  later. 

Besides  attending  all  of  Father 
Baljon’s  lectures,  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  privately  talking  with 
him  several  times.  He  was  origi¬ 
nally  a  Roman  Catholic  priest 
who  was  wounded  very  badly 
during  the  last  war  and  lost  his 
health  in  a  German  concentration 
camp.  Because  of  his  condition, 
the  Church  excused  him,  but  to¬ 
day  he  has  regained  his  health 
and  is  a  journalist  as  well  as  a 
priest. 

On  the  hottest  day  of  the  year 
in  Holland  the  S.S.  Waterman 
docked  in  Rotterdam  —  a  day 
late  because  of  a  storm  at  sea. 
Nevertheless,  what  a  reception! 
At  the  pier  the  Rotterdam  Band 
in  formation  played  the  Dutch 
and  American  National  Anthems 
and  marches.  The  mayor  gave  a 
warm  speech  of  welcome  from  his 
box  with  other  officials  seated  by 
him. 

As  the  band  concluded  its 
playing,  the  “Ivy  Five”  took  over 
the  musical  part  of  the  reception, 
while  lovely  young  Dutch  girls 
pinned  brilliant  yellow  flowers  on 
every  passenger  who  disembarked. 
Even  though  the  ship  was  a  day 
late,  the  preparations  for  the 
reception  had  been  made  with 
perfect  planning. 

Then,  from  the  pier,  after  the 
Experimenters  had  checked  in  at 
their  pensions,  they  were  invited 
to  a  dinner  on  the  roof  garden 
of  one  of  Rotterdam’s  newest 
hotels.  The  panoramic  view  of 
the  city,  which  was  so  completely 
bombed  out  by  the  Germans 
during  the  war  and  today  is  con¬ 
sidered  one  of  the  most  modern 
cities  in  Europe,  was  a  sight  that 
was  well  worth  absorbing.  The 
buildings  are  superbly  designed 
and  the  combining  of  the  old

stance  Milner,  coordinator  of  the 
nursing  program,  and  Mrs.  Mary 
B.  Van  Etten,  academic  dean. 

Initiated  in  1954,  the  three-year 
Lasell  nursing  program  has  been 
the  object  of  interested  observa¬ 
tion  by  educators  and  the  medical 
profession  since  its  introduction 
as  it  is  a  pioneer  venture  in  the 
junior  college  preparation  of 
nurses  in  the  United  States. 

Based  on  an  affiliation  with  the 
Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital  of 
Boston,  the  Lasell  program  has 
been  influential  in  what  appears 
to  be  a  national  trend  in  the 
recruitment  and  training  of  nurses 
at  the  junior  college  level. 

The  three-year  term  of  the 
present  program  is  divided  be¬ 
tween  Lasell  and  the  Peter  Bent 
Brigham  on  the  following  basis: 
first  year,  principally  at  the  Col¬ 
lege;  second  year,  shared  between 


the  College  and  the  Hospital; 
third  year,  wholly  in  residence  at 
the  Hospital  and  at  other  affi¬ 
liating  institutions,  which  include 
the  Boston  Lying-In  Hospital,  the 
Children's  Medical  Center,  and 
the  Massachusetts  Mental  Health 
Center.

The  following  day  the  19-hour 
train  ride  from  Rotterdam  to 
Salzburg  included  many  interest¬ 
ing  cities,  such  as  Utrecht, 
Cologne,  Koblenz,  the  quaint 
towns  along  the  Rhine  —  Bonn, 
Wiesbaden,  Frankfurt  —  and 
Nuremberg,  Dusseldorf,  and

Aside  from  the  landscape  being 
breath-taking,  the  train  ride  lent 
itself  to  becoming  a  perfect  place 
for  meeting  many  fascinating 
people.  There  were  many  Yugo¬ 
slavians,  some  of  whom  were 
communists  and  some  not.  One 
could  tell  by  just  carrying  on  a 
conversation  with  them.  There 
was  a  very  humble  Czechoslova¬ 
kian  instructor  whose  whole 
family,  aside  from  her  daughter 
who  won  a  two-year  scholarship 
to  Mount  Holyoke,  was  killed 
during  the  war  or  later  on  by 
the  Russians. 

Then  there  was  a  German  man 
whose  whole  family  was  burned 
to  death  during  an  air  raid  over 
his  city  while  he  was  on  a  busi¬ 
ness  trip.  He  couldn’t  have  been 
a  kinder  man.  Since  the  heat  was 
next  to  unbearable  for  19  hours, 
he  bought  us  cold  drinks  every 
time  the  train  pulled  into  a  sta¬ 
tion.  To  set  an  even  more  realis¬ 
tic;  background  for  these  tales 
of  the  war,  the  train  went  through 
many  bombed-out  areas  which 
again  made  one  realize  how  fortu¬ 
nate  the  Americans  had  been 
during  the  last  war. 

The  train  ride  also  included 
many  amusing  formalities  with 
the  customs  officers  when  cross¬ 
ing  the  border  of  a  country,  com¬ 
munity  singing  in  German  and 
English,  a  beauty  contest  for  the 
ugliest  passport  picture,  and  a 
community  dining  hour  of  food 
saved  by  everyone  from  the  ship 
—  there  was  no  dining  car  on  the 
train.

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Death  Closes  Long  Career 
Of  Former  LaselS  President 


Dr.  Guy  M.  Winslow,  president 
emeritus  of  Lasell,  died  at  his 
home  in  Medfield  on  Saturday, 
October  19  at  the  age  of  85.  His 
relationship  with  the  College,  as 
instructor,  as  assistant  principal 
and  then  principal  of  Lasell  Semi¬ 
nary,  and  finally  as  president  of 
the  Junior  College,  stretches  back 
over  a  period  of  nearly  60  years. 

Dr.  Winslow  was  born  in 
Brownington,  Vt.,  in  1872.  He 
was  educated  at  what  was  then 
Tufts  College,  from  which  he  re¬ 
ceived  the  AB  degree  in  1895.  He 
was  retained  on  the  Tufts  staff 
for  the  next  three  years  as  an 
Olmstead  fellow  in  biology  and 
subsequently  as  assistant  in  the 
Biology  Department.  In  1898  he 
was  awarded  the  Ph.D.  degree; 
the  same  year  he  joined  the 
faculty  of  Lasell  seminary  as 
instructor  in  physical  sciences.  A 
few  years  later  he  purchased  the 
Seminary  and  owned  it  until  its 
incorporation  as  a  non-profit 
institution  in  1921. 

In  spite  of  his  increasing  pre¬ 
occupation  with  Lasell  affairs  in 
those  early  years,  Dr.  Winslow 
retained  close  ties  with  his  alma 
mater,  and  for  the  ten-year

period  1903-13  he  was  concurrent 
ly  instructor  of  histology  in  the 
Tufts  College  Medical  and  Dental 
School;  he  was  also  for  many 
years  a  Tufts  trustee. 

Not  an  educator  only,  Dr.  Win¬ 
slow  retained  a  life-long  sense  of 
community  responsibility.  In  1912 
he  founded  and  served  as  first 
president  of  the  Good  Govern¬ 
ment  Club  of  Auburndale,  a  non¬ 
partisan  organization  for  promo¬ 
ting  intelligent  citizenship.  In 
this  connection  he  also  served  as 
an  alderman  of  the  City  of  New¬ 
ton  for  five  years,  as  was,  from 
1917  to  1919,  a  member  of  the 
Massachusetts  Constitutional  Con¬ 
vention. 

During  his  long  career  Dr.  Win¬ 
slow  also  found  opportunities  to 
contribute  within  the  fields  of  his  C  I  „  fa  A  Fflr  Klnv  ") 
special  interests.  He  was  a  trus-  rUF 

tee  of  the  Chandler  School  and 
of  the  Newton  Free  Library.  He 
was  secretary  of  the  New  Eng¬ 
land  Junior  College  council  in 
1930,  and  later  its  president.  In 
1934  he  was  elected  vice-president 
of  the  American  Association  of 
Junior  Colleges  and  appointed  to 
membership  on  its  committee  on

Miss  A.  Harriet  Tinker,  Instructor  in  Zoology 


New  Science  Instructor  Has 
Rich  Variety  Of  Interests

Miss  A.  Harriet  Tinker,  who 
came  to  Lasell  this  year  as  a 
member  of  the  Science  Depart¬ 
ment,  is  a  person  who  makes  you 
realize  how  many  interesting 
things  there  are  in  the  world  by 
simply  telling  you  a  bit  about 
her  extensive  interests  and  hob¬ 
bies.  Having  spent  many  years 
of  her  life  working  with  science, 
Miss  Tinker  has  had  a  variety  of 
experiences  which  make  her  able 
to  offer  a  great  deal  to  others 
in  the  way  of  teaching  or  simply 
through  a  casual  talk. 

During  the  two  years  imme¬ 
diately  previous  to  her  arrival  at 
Lasell,  Miss  Tinker  was  at  the 
Nevis  Biological  Station  which  is 
associated  with  Columbia  Univer¬ 
sity  and  situated  in  Irvington, 
New  York.  While  doing  graduate 
studies  there,  Miss  Tinker  also 
worked  with  Professor  Dunn,  one 
of  the  world’s  greatest  authorities 
in  genetic  research.  One  phase  of 
her  work  consisted  of  caring  for 
not  less  than  5,000  rats,  one  half 
of  which  had  no  tails  whatsoever! 
The  essence  of  the  research  being 
carried  out  in  this  project  was 
the  relationship  between  the 
hereditary  characteristic  of  no 
tails  in  rats  to  the  inheritance  of 
certain  blood  diseases  in  humans. 
It  is  interesting  to  know  that  if 
the  mother  rat  had  no  tail  one 
half  of  the  offspring  would  lack 
tails  but  if  the  father  was  tailless 
as  many  as  95%  of  the  rats 
would  inherit  this  deficiency.  The 
same  ratio  applies  to  the  human 
inheritance  of  such  blood  diseases 
as  leukemia,  depending  upon 
which  parent  has  the  illness.  It 
can  well  be  imagined  that  Miss 
Tinker  had  her  hands  full  during 
these  years.  Miss  Tinker  herself 
is  considered  a  mammalian  ecolo¬ 
gist  or  specialist  in  small  mam¬ 
mals  and  their  relations  to  their 
|  environment. 

Miss  Tinker  received  her  degree 
I  at  Connecticut  College  for 
Women.  She  seems  to  have  the 
unusual  knack  for  doing  well  at 
least  two  jobs  at  once,  for  while 
attending  college  during  the  war 
years,  she  worked  as  a  submarine 
machinist  on  an  eight  hour  day 
shift  in  addition  to  attending 
classes.  During  this  period,  Miss 
Tinker  also  instructed  young  men 
in  mechanics,  as  many  of  the 
male  instructors  were  not  avail¬ 
able. 

Following  her  years  spent  in 
college  Miss  Tinker  went  to  Han¬ 
over,  New  Hampshire,  where  she 
was  employed  at  the  Dartmouth 
College  Museum  as  a  collector 
and  stuffer  of  animals.  Miss 
Tinker  still  maintains  a  home  in 
the  small  scenic  town  of  Norwich, 
Vermont,  which  is  just  across  the 
Connecticut  river  from  Hanover. 
Three  years  ago  Lasell’s  new 
zoology  instructor  commenced 
graduate  work  at  Mount  Holyoke 
College  and  worked  along  the 


same  lines  as  she  did  at  Columbia 
previous  to  her  arrival  at  Lasell. 
Finishing  her  studies  at  Mount 
Holyoke,  she  spent  two  years  at 
Irvington  and  is  here  with  us 
today. 

It  would  seem  with  such  a 
schedule  that  Miss  Tinker  would 
have  little  time  to  spend  on  hob¬ 
bies  or  other  outside  interests, 
but  her  talents  refute  such  an 
idea.  She  has  such  a  wide  scope 
of  interests  that  it  is  only  possible 
to  mention  a  few  of  them.  One 
of  her  favorite  hobbies  is  music 
which  has  been  a  tradition  in  her 
family.  She  is  interested  in  many 
kinds  of  music  and  instruments, 
and  she  plays  various  “assorted 
things;”  however  the  French  horn 
and  the  viola  are  the  instruments 
to  which  Miss  Tinker  is  partial. 
When  asked  about  her  tastes  in 
music,  Miss  Tinker  replied  with 
a  smile  and  a  half  serious  answer, 
“If  Bach  didn't  write  it,  I  don’t 
like  it.”  Commenting  on  some  of 
the  present  day  jingles  and  mo-

Was  Hitler's  Home  Town  Of  Linz

How  did  we  communicate  with 
these  interesting  people  on  the 
train?  Well,  we  “pooled”  our 
knowledge  of  languages  and  came 
out  with  broken  German  and  the 
Berlitz  dictionary,  a  little  French, 
a  little  Italian,  a  little  Russian, 
and  a  continual  game  of  charades. 

After  19  hours,  Salzburg,  or 
any  other  place,  would  have 
looked  like  heaven.  At  one  in 
the  morning  the  weary  group 
with  sore  backs,  blistered  hands, 
and  everything  else  a  long 
train  ride  can  do  for  the  morale, 
dragged  themselves  and  their 
luggage  to  the  Customs  officers, 
daring  them  to  take  a  lot  of  time 
in  clearing  our  paraphernalia. 
Well,  they  didn’t  even  touch  a 
thing.

The  following  day  the  two-hour 
train  ride  from  Salzburg  to  Linz 
turned  out  to  be  a  German  class 
for  the  Experimenters  who  were 
practicing  the  German  phrases 
they  were  going  to  use  in  greet¬ 
ing  their  Austrian  families. 

The  train  finally  pulled  into 
Linz,  and  all  the  luggage  was 
placed  on  the  platform  with  a 
group  of  10  Americans,  on  their 
best  behavior,  standing  around  it 
for  moral  support.  Then  a  group 
of  anxious  and  eager-eyed  Aus¬ 
trian  men,  women,  and  children 
with  waving  arms,  greetings, 
flowers,  and  all  sorts  of  welcomes, 
came  dashing  down  the  platform 
toward  the  bewildered  group  of 
Americans. 

Everyone  looked  at  each  other 
with  half  smiles  as  the  Austrian 
families  tried  to  pick  out  their 
American  from  the  pictures  they 
received,  and  vice  versa.

Once  a  small  town,  Linz  has 
been  able  to  secure  an  important 
place  in  the  economic  life  of 
Austria  since  the  war  through  its 
huge  industries  —  the  Nitrogen 
Works  and  the  United  Austrian 
Iron  and  Steel  Works  —  built  by 
Goering  under  Adolph  Hitler. 

Hitler  was  born  south  of  Linz 
in  a  small  town  called  Braunau 
and  attended  school  in  Linz. 
Some  Austrians  seem  proud  of 
this  fact  because  they  feel  he  did 
a  lot  of  good  in  Austria,  such  as 


set  up  a  stable  financial  system, 
price  controls,  and  employment 
for  the  jobless.  Many  of  Hitler’s 
laws  still  exist  in  Linz.  Other 
Austrians  don’t  care  about  him 
at  all.  They  feel  that  he,  like 
other  dictators,  didn’t  know  when 
to  stop. 

My  Austrian  "mother,”  Mrs. 
Roschall,  who  has  seen  Hitler 
several  times  described  him  as  a 
man  who  had  the  natural  ability 
to  excite,  stimulate,  win  and  in¬ 
fluence  people  by  the  way  he 
spoke  and  by  the  way  he  used  his 
hypnotic  eyes. 

Since  half  of  Linz  was  in  the 
American  Zone  during  the  occu¬ 
pation  and  the  other  half  in  the 
Russian  Zone,  with  the  Danube 
as  the  dividing  line,  the  Austrians 
today  are  very  “American  con¬ 
scious”  in  their  way  of  living.

To  top  everything  else,  the 
first  drive-in  restaurant  in  Aus¬ 
tria  will  be  opened  in  Linz  within 
the  year.  The  idea  was  presented 
by  an  American  soldier  to  his 
Austrian  in-laws,  who  already 
had  a  restaurant  with  lots  of 
space  around  it. 

Aside  from  the  fact  that  most 
of  the  Austrian  men  wear  “leder- 
hosen”  and  leather  shirts  and 
some  of  the  women  wear  lovely 
dirndls,  the  American  influence  in 
dress  prevails. 

The  city  also  contributes  its 
share  to  music  and  art.  Anton 
Bruckner,  composer  and  organist 
who  was  born  near  Linz,  is  con 
sidered  “God’s  own  musician"  by 
the  Austrians.

Gitty  is  a  sweet, 
sensitive,  and  kind-hearted  girl 
who  worships  her  older  sister  and 
wants  to  become  whatever  her 
older  sister  is.  Little  Eva,  the 
baby  of  the  family,  is  the  one 
everyone  loves  and  adores.  She 
wants  to  become  a  movie  star  and 
is  certainly  pretty  enough.  The 
girls  do  not  allow  their  mother 
to  do  any  of  the  housework,  and 
do  all  the  cooking,  cleaning,  and 
washing  under  the  direction  of 
Ingrid.

One  wonders  how  Mrs.  Roschall 
can  support  her  family  on  1,000 
shillings  ($39.10)  a  month  or 
12,000  shillings  a  year  (approxi¬ 
mately  $469)  plus  a  small  income 
from  her  husband.  One  also 
marvels  at  how  these  people  with 
such  modest  means  and  no  ma¬ 
terial  luxuries  can  be  so  happy, 
devoted,  and  generous  with  each 
other  as  well  as  with  outsiders. 
The  family,  which  is  so  well- 
informed  on  everything,  loved  to 
answer  all  my  questions  on 
Austria  in  lengthy  detail,  and 
took  such  pride  in  teaching  me 
German  phrases.  They  were  also 
very  interested  in  comparing  their 
way  of  living  with  the  U.  S.  and 
learning  about  the  differences. 

The  Roschalls  know  how  to 
enjoy  life  and  the  simple  things 
that  make  up  day-to-day  living. 
They  take  long  walks,  get  excited 
over  the  beauties  of  nature, 
laugh,  sing,  watch  the  sunsets  as 
well  as  work  very  hard.  They 
have  really  learned  the  art  of 
living  —  something  which  many 
Americans,  unfortunately,  seem 
too  busy  to  undertake. 

Through  the  local  representa¬ 


tives  of  the  Experiment  in  Inter¬ 
national  Living  who  resided  in 
Linz,  many  social  functions, 
group  activities,  and  tours  were 
planned  for  the  Americans  and 
their  Austrian  families. 

At  the  City  Hall,  a  reception 
for  the  Americans  and  their  Aus¬ 
trian  sisters  was  held  for  the 
purpose  of  formally  introducing 
the  group  to  the  Burgermeister 
or  Mayor  and  other  officials. 
Even  though  political  and  lan¬ 
guage  barriers  limited  our  source 
of  information,  we  did  learn  a 
little  about  their  governmental 
procedures. 

At  the  same  reception  the  four 
community  ambassadors  from 
Albany,  Battle  Creek,  Saginaw 
and  Watertown  were  presented 
to  the  Mayor  and  his  council, 
who  acknowledged  them  and  the 
Experiment.  Various  newspaper 
articles  were  written  on  the  event 
in  order  to  inform  the  Linz 
people  about  the  Experiment  and 
its  purpose. 

A  tour  to  the  Socialist  news¬ 
paper,  the  “Tagblatt,”  was  ar¬ 
ranged  for  a  few  of  us  who 
made  the  right  contacts  at  the 
Mayor’s  reception.  The  editor,  a 
Mr.  Nigrelli,  turned  out  to  be  no 
other  than  the  nephew  of  the 
man  whose  plans  were  chosen  for 
building  the  Suez  Canal.  He 
couldn’t  have  been  nicer. 

In  Linz  there  are  five  daily  and 
six  weekly  newspapers,  with  a 
circulation  of  30,000  per  day. 
Each  newspaper  has  various  poli¬ 
tical  ties  with  a  party.  Since  the 
"Tagblatt”  is  Socialist  and  so  is 
the  Mayor,  every  article  is  cen¬ 
sored  by  the  party  chiefs.  The 
names  of  all  the  reporters  who 
have  written  articles  have  to  be 
listed  on  the  first  page.  If  the 
government  doesn't  like  what  is 
written  the  reporter  is  brought  to 
court;  if  a  citizen  doesn’t  like  it, 
he  can  sue.

Local  Birdwatcher  Publishes  Researches 
On  Nesting  Habits  Of  Campus  Chicks

There  are  a  number  of  chicks 
of  the  Lasell  species  who  can  be 
catalogued  into  a  helpful  guide 
for  “whom  we  may  concern.” 

One  of  the  most  advantageous 
opportunities  for  the  observer  to 
see  the  Lasell  flight  in  full  force 
was  on  January  6.  On  this  date, 
the  chicks  converged  on  their 
temporary  home-nesting  ground 
which  is  located  in  Auburndale, 
Massachusetts:  they  had  all 

taken  sundry  side  trips  to  their 
parental  homes.  The  observer 
may  have  picked  South  Station, 
North  Station,  or  Logan  Airport 
as  obvious  watching  points. 

A  few  of  the  following  defini¬ 
tions  may  serve  to  give  anyone  in¬ 
terested  a  general  ,  idea  of  the 
poaching  opportunities  on  the 
Lasell  preserve. 


The  Long-Legged  Stalk 

The  Stalk  can  be  found  almost 
anywhere  that  she  feels  the 
stalking  is  good.  For  some  watch¬ 
ers  this  may  be  a  type  to  avoid. 
She  appears  to  be  a  perfectly 
conventional  specimen;  however, 
on  closer  observation  it  could  be 
discerned  that  most  of  her  move¬ 
ments  are  directed  toward  a 
prime  objective.  That  is,  to  find 
a  male  bird  who  will  narrow  his 
scope  of  interest  to  concern  only 
her.  Her  methods  are  many  and 
diversified.  The  unsuspecting  male 
finds  it  hard  to  detect  her  plan 
until  it  is  too  late,  which  is,  of 
course,  all  part  of  the  campaign. 

The  Robin  Read-Best 
This  chick  can  usually  be  found 
in  the  library  or  a  similar  place, 
preening  herself  with  literary  and 
academic  knowledge.  Her  in¬ 


terests  revolve  chiefly  around  the 
classroom  with  an  occasional  re¬ 
spite  usually  taken  on  weekends. 
She  is  generally  admired  and 
respected  by  her  contemporaries 
and  may  offer  a  special  challenge 
to  a  similarly  inclined  male  bird. 

The  Little  Wet  Hen 
The  Wet  Hen  can  be  recognized 
most  readily  by  her  call  which 
usually  contains  a  note  of  un¬ 
enthusiasm  and  annoyance.  Her 
associations  with  other  birds  are 
comparatively  short-lived.  She 
can  be  found  in  many  places  and 
moet  watchers  ascertain  from  her 
countenance  that  she  would  rather 
be  somewhere  else  with  someone 
else.

It  is  a  great  mistake  to  work  very  late  the  night 
before  or  to  work  right  up  to  the  portals  of  the  examina¬ 
tion  room.  Far  better  to  spend  a  half  hour  before  exami¬ 
nation  listening  to  music  or  on  a  walk  looking  at  the 
trees  and  the  sky  or  reading  something  light.  You  will 
come  freshly  to  the  work,  whereas  working  up  to  the 
edge  of  the  examination  room  you  start  in  a  befuddled 
condition  of  mind.

It  is  a  good  thing  to  read  the  questions  you  are  asked. 

The  questions  are  not  set  by  detectives  in  order  to  catch 
you.  They  are  really  set  by  friends  who  want  to  give  you 
a  fair  chance  to  show  what  you  know.  Do  not  answer  a 
question  before  you  read  it  lest  you  find  that  you  have 
written  a  beautiful  four-page  life  of  John  Bunyan  and 
the  question  is  not  about  “Pilgrim’s  Progress”  but  the 
Pilgrim  fathers. 

Strike  a  balance  on  your  time.  Take  a  look  at  the 
examination  paper  as  a  whole  so  as  not  to  overdo  any 
one  question  which  may  be  the  least  important  question 
on  the  paper.  The  most  valuable  principle  is  not  to  give 
up  too  soon,  not  to  throw  up  your  hands  and  go  to  the 
bottom  feeling  perfectly  convinced  that  you  do  not  know 
the  answer  to  the  question.  You  think  you  do  not  know 
it.  You  are  perfectly  sure  you  do  not,  but  if  you  give 
your  unconscious  self  a  chance,  nine  times  out  of  ten  the 
answer  will  come  drifting  in  out  of  the  fog.

Another  important  thing  is  to  keep  calm.  Do  not 
get  angry  or  worked  up  or  annoyed  before  an  examina¬ 
tion.  The  emotional  state  is  tremendously  important  and 
any  person  who  has  had  a  violent  quarrel  at  breakfast 
misses  many  questions  in  an  examination  which  she 
would  otherwise  be  able  to  answer.  The  best  rule  of  all 
is  to  read  the  whole  exam  through  carefully  before  you 
write  one  single  word,  then  answer  those  questions  which 
you  are  sure  of  first  and  fast  and  gradually  work  up  to

T’was  the  night  before  Christ¬ 
mas  and  all  through  the  house 
not  a  creature  was  stirring  not 
even  a  mouse."  A  month  later 
we  adopt  the  holiday  line  with  a 
slight  variation  in  time  and  crea¬ 
ture  to  befit  the  hectic  evening 
before  exam  week  when  Lasell 
girls  invade  the  smoker  in  last 
minute  atempts  to  cram. 

Cries  of  “Why  did  I  leave  it 
till  tonight?”  or  "I’ve  got  100 
pages  to  review,”  or  "Is  the 
Library  still  open?  —  that  assign¬ 
ed  reading  is  definitely  going  to 
be  on  the  exam,”  all  chime  in 
with  the  hysterical  wail  of  the 
girl  who's  missing  last  November 
14’s  notes.  Ash  trays  overflow 
with  butts,  smoke  gets  in  the 
eyes,  coffee  cups  are  filled  and 
emptied  and  refilled,  pencils  are 
sharpened,  sentences  are  under¬ 
lined,  outlines  are  made,  pages 
are  turned,  memorized  and  for¬ 
gotten,  last  minute  questions  are 
flung  to  others  with  no  returning 
replies,  thoughts  of  calling  the 
instructor  at  10:30  p.m.  are  con¬ 
sidered,  the  precious  hours  fly  by, 
the  lights  keep  burning,  no  time 
left  to  study  those  chapters  not 
covered  in  class  .  .  .  what  to  do 
...  I  was  a  fool  .  .  .  never  again! 

They  call  it  cramming,  but  just 
what  is  it?  Webster  defines  it 
as  hastily  acquired  knowledge 
forced  into  the  mind.  Is  it  wrong 
to  do  it?  Teachers  certainly  don’t 
advocate  this  practice,  and  yet  for 
some  students  it  works.  Excellent 
grades  are  obtained  from  this 
rejected  study  habit:  the  informa¬ 
tion  is  freshly  ground  into  the 
students’  minds;  the  mind  is 
keyed  to  the  exact  pitch  of  ten¬ 
sion;  words  flow  rapidly,  clearly, 
and  concisely  from  the  pen;  the 
students  can’t  stop  ■ —  they’ve 
wound  the  clock  and  thrown  the 
key  away  and  until  the  machine 
runs  down  the  automaton  keeps 
ticking  away.  From  time  imme¬ 
morial  cramming  has  been  the  by¬ 
word  of  the  student  during  exam 
time.  Of  course,  everyone  knows 
the  errors  involved  incur  such 
situations  as  overtension  resulting 
from  lack  of  a  sufficient  amount 
of  sleep  or  a  shortage  of  time  for 
reviewing  supplementary  material. 

Perhaps  the  main  fault  of  cram¬ 
ming  lies  in  the  quick  memoriza¬ 
tion  of  material  .  .  .  quick  memo¬ 
rization  that  is  lost  to  the  indivi¬ 
dual  for  future  use.  Education 
should  not  be  used  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  making  Dean’s  List  only. 
Certainly,  honor  grades  are  an 
excellent  reference  for  future 
employment,  but  the  actual  appli¬ 
cation  of  the  material  is  lost  to 
the  individual  who  crammed  his 
way  through  college.  Education 
for  practical  means  is  not  its 
essential  aim.  Education  may  be 
catergorized  into  two  divisions : 
one  for  practicality  such  as  a  pro¬ 
fession  or  a  trade;  second  for  per¬ 
sonal  use  in  advancing  one’s  in¬ 


tellect.  Objectively  speaking, 
cramming  does  not  benefit  either 
division.  Knowledge  that  has 
been  momentarily  learned  is  value¬ 
less  without  the  individual’s  per¬ 
sonal  thought  behind  the  memori¬ 
zation.  Anyone  is  capable  of  mere 
imitation  of  another’s  thoughts, 
but  the  intellectural  complements 
the  author’s  theories  with  his  own 
initiative  and  originality.  He  does 
not  ape  others,  but  is  himself 
aped  by  those  who  in  their  apery 
ridicule  themselves. 

Therefore,  the  key  to  objective 
knowledge  basically  lies  in  a  long- 
range  study  habit.  This  method 
consists  of  a  series  of  casual  read¬ 
ings  of  the  material  at  hand. 
Casually  as  one  may  read  the 
daily  comic  strips  or  listen  to  the 
radio.  Constant  reviewing  over  a 
period  of  several  weeks  in  this 
manner  results  in  a  companion¬ 
able  friendship  instead  of  a  men¬ 
tal  fear  of  the  material.  Also,  the 
two  or  three  weeks  spent  in  this 
method  enables  the  student  to 
give  thought  to  the  information. 
Then,  three  or  four  days  before 
the  actual  exam,  a  period  of  deep 
concentration  should  easily  en¬ 
able  the  student  to  be  in  a  better 
condition  for  the  exam  than  the 
student  who  crammed  the  night 
before. 

A  final  word  to  the  crammer  — 
if  you  still  persist  in  this  frowned- 
on-method  then  do  it  sensibly.

As  Town's  "Community  Ambassador"

from  Watertown  to  Linz,  Austria.

The  newspaper  office  consisted 
of  a  long  corridor  and  included 
many  small  separate  rooms  with 
various  titles  such  as  Sports, 
Editorials,  Current  Events,  So¬ 
ciety,  etc.  Most  of  these  rooms 
were  kept  locked  and  many  were 
not  opened  to  us.  It  is  also 
interesting  to  note  that  most  of 
the  Austrian  families  do  not  buy 
a  daily  paper  but  a  weekly  one. 
In  my  family,  only  two  news¬ 
papers  were  bought  in  a  period 
of  four  weeks,  and  these  because 
they  contained  articles  about  the 
Experiment. 

Another  reception  was  held  at 
America  House,  a  contemporary 
building  designed  and  built  for 
the  purpose  of  distributing  infor¬ 
mation  about  the  U.  S.  for  Aus¬ 
trian  students.  The  reception  was 
given  to  further  the  introduction 
of  the  Americans  to  Austrian 
families.  It  was  quite  a  gala 
event  and  was  even  written  up 
in  the  newspapers. 

The  musical  programs  have 
been  few  and  far  between  because 
everything  is  closed  for  the  sum¬ 
mer.  So  far,  two  have  been 
attended.  The  first  was  an 
exciting  dance  recital  given  by  a 
group  of  Corsicans,  Austrians, 
and  Yugoslavians.  Each  group 
took  turns  in  dancing,  playing, 


and  singing  various  folk  songs 
from  their  native  country.  The 
Yugoslavian  group  brought  down 
the  house  with  their  intricate 
Slavic  dance  steps,  the  continual 
change  of  attractive  embroidered 
costumes,  and  the  spirit  with 
which  they  performed.  The  audi¬ 
ence,  including  yours  truly,  was 
overwhelmed  by  the  beautiful 
girls  and  handsome  men,  who 
added  so  much  life,  gaiety  and 
laughter  to  the  program.  All  this 
show,  which  was  so  contradictory 
to  what  one  hears  about  Yugo¬ 
slavia,  makes  one  feel  that  a  good 
propaganda  job  is  being  done 
through  this  hand-picked  group. 

The  other  musical  program  was 
a  concert  given  by  a  touring 
orchestra  from  Bremen,  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Sigfried  Goshch. 
The  program  included  pieces  by 
Handel,  Mozart,  Pergolesi,  and 
Ferrari,  and  each  was  master¬ 
fully  performed. 

Various  group  tours  around 
Linz  oriented  the  Americans  to 
their  surroundings.  One  tour 
down  the  Danube  brought  us  to 
the  quaint  old  town  of  Wilhering, 
which  is  famous  for  its  ancient 
monastery.  The  landscape,  which 
was  quite  different  from  around 
the  city,  included  rolling  green 
hills,  quaint  chalets  with  brightly 
colored  windowboxes,  individual 
vegetable  gardens,  and  neatly 
lined  haystacks  row  after  row. 

A  family  tour  which  started  at 
5  o'clock  one  Sunday  morning 
and  ended  at  8:30  in  the  evening 
included  many  small  towns  in  the 
mountains.  This  was  real  Austria 
for  me.  This  10-mile  hike  with 
knap-sacks  on  our  backs,  through

liar  sight.  She  is  observed  with  a 
male  bird  on  each  wing  and  is 
usually  surrounded  by  members 
of  the  opposite  sex.  Female  birds 
are  found  to  ignore  her  quite 
|  often.  Her  plummage  and  form 
are  dazzling. 

The  Fawn  Car  Cardinal 
The  requisite  for  attention  from 
this  type  is  a  foreign  sports  car. 
Her  favorite  pastime  is  riding  and 
being  seen  in  sports  cars  which 
are  piloted  by  attractive  male 
birds.  She  converses  a  lot  but 
never  says  much  of  import. 

The  Red-Headed  Groom-Picker 
The  Groom  Picker  has  many 
cousins  who  are  very  much  like 
her,  but  She  is  often  pointed  out 
because  of  her  bright  coloring. 
She  seems  to  search  quite  often 
for  the  unattainable  and  some¬ 
times  settles  for  less.  Many 
observers  believe  that  her  sojurn 
on  the  Lasell  preserve  is  princi¬ 
pally  to  ensnare  a  male  bird. 

The  American  Blond  Eagerlet 
This  chick  is  always  enthusias¬ 
tic  and  bright-eyed  when  she 
feels  she  is  being  observed  and  is 
seldom  caught  out  on  a  limb. 
Some  watchers  find  her  eagerness 
oppressive.  She  is  found  wherever 
there  are  birds  who  are  having 
a  good  time.  The  Eagerlet  is 
closely  related  to  the  Effer- 
Pheasant. 

The  Boyless  Gull 
The  Gull  is  often  pitied  by 
other  female  birds  because  of  the 
apparent  uninterest  of  the  male 
bird  in  her.  Her  expression  is 
sad  and  doleful;  she  has  discarded 
the  interested,  eager  look.  She  is 
frequently  found  alone  in  places 
where  other  birds  are  having  fun. 
Close  associates  of  the  Boyless 
Gull  are  the  Gruesome  Goose,  the 
Sitting  Duck,  and  the  Blind  Date- 
Bird. 

The  Elderly  Tern-Key 

This  bird  is  older  than  the  pre¬ 
viously  mentioned  specimens  and 
is  thought  by  some  to  be  an  off¬ 
shoot  of  the  Jailer-Bird.  Her  job 
is  to  keep  track  of  the  young 
chicks  and  make  sure  they  are 
all  in  the  roost  at  a  certain  hour. 
Her  occupation  is  often  resented 
and  seldom  appreciated  but  she  is 
essential  to  the  proper  function¬ 
ing  of  the  preserve. 

The  Big-Billing  Clerk-Cluck 
The  Clerk-Cluck  is  not  well- 
known  by  the  young  chicks  but 
the  chick’s  parents  communicate 
with  her  several  times  during  the 
year.  She  keeps  track  of  all  the 
bird  seed  which  is  necessary  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  preserve.

of  us  got  lost  during  a  storm 
and  had  to  walk  along  the  rail¬ 
road  tracks  for  two  hours.

On  a  cold  and  rainy  morning 
in  Linz,  24  sleepy-eyed  Austrians 
and  Americans  awoke  at  the 
crack  of  dawn  and  set  forth  on 
their  journey  through  Austria 
and  part  of  Italy.  The  trip  in¬ 
cluded  so  many  towns,  cities,  and 
activities  that  it  would  be  im¬ 
possible  to  write  about  all,  so 
I  shall  try  to  map  out  and  men¬ 
tion  only  a  few  of  the  places  and 
experiences. 

Going  south  from  Linz,  the 
group  went  through  many  small 
towns  in  Upper  Austria  and  the 
province  of  Corinthia.  Spittal, 
Friesach,  and  Gurk  had  old 
Baroque  churches  on  top  of  hills

This  year  Miss  Davis  is  a  staff 
member  on  the  Executive  Coun¬ 
cil,  Lasell’s  student  governing 
body.  For  a  number  of  years  she 
was  the  advisor  for  the  L.C.C.A. 
Miss  Davis  lives  in  Bancroft 


which  is  over  the  Lasell  Child 
Study  Center.  She  likes  being  on 
campus,  because  she  can  keep  up 
with  social  activites  which  take 
place  at  the  college. 

Besides  being  busy  on  campus, 
Miss  Davis  is  also  exceedingly 
active  in  the  Boston  Y.W.C.A., 
dedicating  her  time  and  effort  to 
committee  work  rather  than  di¬ 
rect  group  work.

" Habla  Espanol,  mis  amigos? 

Do  you  speak  Spanish,  my 
friends?  You  may  if  you  wish, 
but  it's  not  necessary  —  they 
understand  English  in  Mexico.” 
Mrs.  Elinor  Trowbridge  informed 
me  during  my  recent  conversa¬ 
tion  with  her  on  the  subject  of 
the  Mexican  tour  which  she  and 
her  husband,  Mr.  Lowell  S.  Trow- 
bride,  acting  chairman  of  the 
department  of  human  relations  at 
Boston  University,  plan  to  con¬ 
duct  personally  during  the  spring 
vacation. 

Mrs.  Trowbridge  had  innumer¬ 
able  things  to  tell  me  about 
Mexico  since  she  and  her  husband 
had  spent  five  days  there  last 
Winter.  For  one  thing,  the  cli¬ 
mate  is  perfect,  she  reports,  at 
least  in  Mexico  City,  which  is 
situated  on  a  high  plateau,  from 
which  the  sky  always  seems  to 
be  of  a  rare  shade  of  blue  be¬ 
cause  of  the  elevation  of  the  city. 

The  tiny  shops  which  line  the 
streets  are  open  until  quite  late 
at  night  and  almost  everywhere 
one  can  see  unusual  sights  for 
Americans,  of  small  boys  work¬ 
ing  by  the  light  of  a  single  bulb 
in  shabby  rooms.  Probably  these 


children  are  the  last  survivals  of 
the  young  anprentices  of  an 
earlier  day  who  took  this  means 
to  learn  a  useful  trade. 

In  many  of  the  shops,  particu¬ 
larly  in  the  smaller  villages,  bar¬ 
tering  is  not  at  all  uncommon. 
And  you  may  be  interested  to 
know  that  the  lovely  hand-made 
Mexican  jewelry,  delicately  craft¬ 
ed  by  skilled  Mexican  artisans, 
always  proves  to  be  the  irresist- 
able  temptation  for  the  American 
tourist —  at  least  the  feminine 
ones. 

One  hour  south  of  Mexico  City 
is  the  famed  House  of  Tiles,  a 
last  survival  of  the  fabulous 
empire  of  Maximillian  and  Car- 
lotta.  And  a  familiar  sight  here 
and  elsewhere  in  Mexico  are  the 
gardens  usually  filled  with  the 
characteristic  hedges  of  poinset- 
tias  that  dominate  the  scene 
everywhere. 

Mrs.  Trowbridge  also  recalled 
an  amusing  incident  which  reveals 
much  about  the  social  organiza¬ 
tion  of  the  country  —  the  police¬ 
man  on  the  beat  where  they 
parked  their  car  required  a  tip 
to  protect  the  car  against  any¬ 
one  who  might  need  a  new  set

Foreign  Students  Address  Church  Group

Three  of  Lasell’s  attractive 
students  from  overseas  were 


Church  of  the  Messiah  in  Auburn- 
dale  on  Monday,  January  20. 

They  were  Mahin  Sorouri,  Iran; 
Gladys  Oro,  Panama;  and  Polle 
Kugler,  Austria. 

Mahin  Sorouri,  who  left  Iran 
almost  two  years  ago  to  come  to 
the  United  States,  spoke  about 
the  Moslem  religion  which  is  prac¬ 
ticed  by  the  majority  of  people 
in  her  country.  Among  other 
points  she  made  was  the  fact  that 
she  believes  that  Mohammedanism 
itself,  as  well  as  the  peoples  of 
the  various  countries  who  em¬ 
brace  it,  have  been  grossly  mis¬ 
represented  in  America,  largely 
by  the  many  movies  and  much 
of  the  literature  currently  being 
produced  here. 

It  was  Mahin's  original  inten¬ 
tion,  she  told  this  reporter,  to 


study  in  Germany,  but  during  her 
first  visit  to  the  U.  S.  in  the  com¬ 
pany  of  her  parents,  she  decided 
that  she  would  prefer  to  remain 
here. 

On  the  subject  of  religion,  she 
commented  that  she  felt  that 
actually  her  faith  had  been 
strengthened  rather  than  other¬ 
wise  by  the  necessity  of  having 
to  explain  and  defend  it  so  fre¬ 
quently  at  the  request  of  interest¬ 
ed  students  and  other  friends. 

After  graduating  from  Lasell, 
Mahin  said  that  she  plans  to  con¬ 
tinue  her  studies,  preferably  in 


some  area  of  medicine,  at  another 
American  college. 

Gladys  Oro,  who  comes  from 
Chitre,  Panama,  has  been  in  this 
country  since  last  June,  as  she 
wanted  an  opportunity  to  study 
English  before  enrolling  at  Lasell.

In  the  preceding  paragraph  it  was  mentioned  that 
the  “News”  is  a  college  paper.  This  distinction  must  be  ment” 
kept  in  mind  by  those  who  write  for  the  paper  and  by 
those  who  read  it.  A  college  publication  has  certain 
responsibilities  which  it  must  face  and  try  to  realize.  As 
mentioned  previously  in  another  issue,  the  principal  func¬ 
tions  of  the  “Lasell  News”  seem  to  be  to  refllect,  interest, 
educate,  and  entertain  you,  the  readers.  In  order  to  accom¬ 
plish  this  end  the  paper  employs  a  variety  of  means.  A 
balance  is  sought  between  the  more  serious  and  the  lighter 
side  of  the  news  itself  and  of  feature  material.  As  in  life 
itself,  it  is  not  practical  to  try  to  aim  for  all  one  or  the 
other.  As  much  as  we  all  like  to  laugh,  a  newspaper 
published  by  a  college,  and  which  is  also  financed  by  the 
administration,  has  other  duties  than  simply  to  stimulate 
the  funny  bone.  The  “News”  has  also  a  wide  variety  of 
readers  and  their  interests  as  a  whole  must  be  con¬ 
sidered.  Out  of  approximately  2,000  copies  of  the  paper 
published  each  issue  only  about  600  remain  on  the  campus. 

The  rest  are  sent  to  interested  alumnae,  parents,  and  high 
schools  and  preparatory  schools.  Thus  it  is  easy  to  under¬ 
stand  why  a  broad  scope  must  be  covered  when  consider¬ 
ing  the  material  which  is  included  in  such  a  widely 
circulating  periodical. 

In  order  that  we  on  the  “News”  staff  may  better 
realize  our  goal  of  satisfying  you  in  a  suitable  way  we 
ask  you  one  favor.  (And  alumnae,  parents  and  friends 
are  included  in  this  request.)  We  want  to  know  how  you 
feel  on  the  subject  of  the  newspaper,  and  there  is  one 
way  which  you  can  easily  let  us  know.  A  space  is  always 
reserved  in  this  paper  for  letters  to  the  editor,  and  your 
thoughts  are  welcome  there.  And  to  eliminate  the  fear 
that  many  people  have  of  seeing  their  names  in  print, 
especially  when  expressing  personal  opinion,  we  wish  to 
remove  any  misunderstanding  created  by  saying  that  all 
correspondents  must  include  their  signatures  on  the 
letter  when  sent  to  us;  all  you  need  to  do  is  request  that 
it  be  withheld  from  publication.

Classes  Cancelled 
As  Blizzard  Hits

Monday,  February  17th,  1958; 
Lasell  Junior  College  classrooms; 
and  w'e,  the  students,  and  they 
the  faculty,  are  not  there.  The 
reason  is  obvious.  Not  too  far  in 
the  distance,  apparent  to  our 
auditory  mechanisms,  come  the 
grumbling  sounds  and  vibrations 
of  determined  snow  plows  endea¬ 
voring  to  force  their  industrious 
way  through  the  huge  drifts  that 
engulf  our  snowbound  realm. 

Such  blasphemous  weather  con¬ 
ditions  compel  classes  to  be  can¬ 
celled  for'  a  second  time  within 
a  period  of  twelve  short  years  — 
a  decision  that  had  been  weighed 
a  considerable  length  by  the  head 
members  of  our  college  adminis¬ 
tration  before  becoming  fully 
effective.

In  the  center,  there  would  be  a 
giant  gondola  which  held  the 
orchestra  and  singers;  again,  this 
gondola  was  beautifully  decorated. 

Going  south,  Padua,  the  oldest 
university  town,  is  known  for  St. 
Anthony's  Cathedral  built  around 
his  tomb.  Ferrara  is  known  for 
the  palace  belonging  to  Lucretia 
Borgia  who  took  pleasure  in  poi¬ 
soning  her  guests.  Ravenna,  a 
quaint  Italian  town  along  the 
Adriatic  Sea,  was  enjoyed  by  all 
because  of  that  extra  swim  on  a 
hot  day. 

The  ride  through  the  Appenine 
Mountains  to  Florence  brought  us 
to  what  turned  out  to  be  our 
favorite  youth  hostel.  This  beau¬ 
tiful  Italian  villa  with  its  curved 
marble  staircase  and  palace 
atmosphere,  located  on  top  of  a 
hill  and  surrounded  by  the  Ap- 
penines  and  rows  of  tall  Cyprus 
trees,  and  beautiful  gardens  and 
terraces  was  formerly  Musso¬ 
lini’s  summer  home.

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Workshop  Players 
Repeat  "Everyman" 
At  Popular  Request 

When  approached  by  members 
of  the  Chapel  Committee  several 
weeks  ago,  regarding  the  possible 
participation  of  Workshop  Players 
in  a  pre-vacation  Easter  vesper, 
Miss  Wethern,  Players’  director, 
said,  "As  a  matter  of  fact,  we 
have  had  several  requests  to  re¬ 
peat  our  production  of  ‘Every¬ 
man,’  which  we  presented  in  a 
short  form  for  a  Christmas  vesper 
in  1956.  This  is  perhaps  a  good 
time  to  do  it,  before  ‘Everyman’ 
gets  away.”  She  meant  that 
Jetta  Fucito,  now  a  senior,  played 
the  title  role  in  the  concert  read¬ 
ing  version  of  the  famous  morality 
piece.  Other  seniors  who  expect 
to  recreate  the  roles  they  played 
in  the  former  production  are 
Diane  Collins,  Kathy  Scanlon, 
and  Sandra  Brideau.  The  Lasell 
Choir  will  collaborate  with  Play¬ 
ers  in  the  performance. 

"Everyman”  is  one  of  the  oldest 
and  most  famous  of  morality 
plays,  and  is  generally  considered 
the  greatest  among  them.  The 
story  is  found  in  a  religious  ro¬ 
mance  by  John  of  Damascus,  who 
died  about  770,  and  the  dramatic 
form  is  believed  to  be  from  the 
pen  of  a  Dutch  priest,  Peter  Dor- 
landus  of  Diest.  The  play  existed 
in  print  in  England  around  1500. 
It  was  presented  freqently  until 
the  reign  of  Henry  VIII,  and  then 
for  some  reason  it  was  forgotten. 

A  great  revival  occurred  in 
1901,  when  the  'Ben  Greet  Com¬ 
pany  toured  England,  Scotland 
and  Ireland,  and  Charles  Froh- 
man,  famous  as  a  theatrical  pro¬ 
ducer  in  America,  brought  the 
play  to  New  York.  During  that 
time  it  was  played  in  Boston,  as 
well  as  in  major  cities  and  at 
colleges  and  universities  through¬ 
out  the  country.  The  title  role 
usually  is  played  by  a  woman, 
and  another  American  revival  in 
1927  presented  Margaret  Wych- 
erly  in  a  beautifully  moving  per¬ 
formance. 

"Everyman”  is  frequently  used 
in  observance  of  the  Lenten  sea¬ 
son,  because  of  its  poignant  and 
gripping  message.  It  is  tradi¬ 
tionally  performed  during  the 
summer  in  European  cities  which 
have  preserved  their  medieval 
quaintness,  and  draws  an  inter¬ 
national  audience,  as  does  the 
Passion  Play  of  Oberammergau. 

In  the  play,  the  Lord  of  Crea¬ 
tion  is  sorrowful  because  his 
people  have  forsaken  the  company 
of  angels,  and  have  adopted  ways 
of  pleasure  and  selfishness.  He 
commands  the  Angel  of  Death  to 
find  Everyman,  and  show  him  a 
pilgrimage  that  he  must  take, 
from  which  there  is  no  return. 
Everyman  asks  Death  "Shall  I 
have  no  company?”  Death  replies 
"Yea,  if  any  be  so  hardy,”  and 
Everyman,  with  confidence,  asks 
some  of  his  good  friends  to  ac¬ 
company  him  on  the  journey.  To 
reveal  the  ending  of  the  story 
would  not  be  fair  to  the  play¬ 
wright  or  the  players. 

The  performance  of  "Every¬ 
man”  is  scheduled  for  7  o’clock 
on  Wednesday  evening,  March  26, 
and  all  of  Lasell  is  invited  to 
make  this  an  evening  of  getting 
together,  before  we  leave  for  the 
Spring  holiday.

Mr.  James  Doherty,  a  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  Central  Intelli¬ 
gence  Agency  of  the  U.  S.

Mr.  Doherty  explained  the  basic 
functions  of  the  C.  I.  A.,  which 
was  created  by  the  National 
Security  Act  in  1947.  The  girls 
were  particularly  interested  to 
hear  that  the  C.  I.  A.  correlates 
and  evaluates  intelligence  relating 
to  the  national  security  of  the 
United  States.

remarked  that  the  credit  for  this 
very  important  part  of  the  book 
goes  to  his  wife,  who  named  it 
“The  Dope  on  Drugs.”  In  the 
past  Mr.  Brooks  has  published 
two  books  in  general  chemistry, 
one  book  in  pharmacology,  and 
two  in  microbiology.  Although 
these  works  have  been  written  as 
texts,  Mr.  Brooks  commented  that 
much  of  his  interest  lies  in 
writing  popular  science  books, 
such  as  the  one  which  he  is  cur¬ 
rently  working  on.  He  feels  that 
there  is  a  certain  satisfaction 
which  can  be  derived  from  writing 
non-textbook  material  not  to  be 
obtained  from  writing  books  of 
the  other  type. 

Mr.  Brooks  has  had  wide 
experience  in  the  educational 
field.  His  own  education  was 
begun  at  Albany  College  of  Phar¬ 
macy,  where  he  received  a  degree 
in  pharmacy  and  a  B.S.  in  chem¬ 
istry.  The  Philadelphia  College 
of  Pharmacy  and  Science  was  the 
scene  of  his  next  educational 
venture  and  an  M.S.  in  physiology 
and  pharmacology  became  his. 
Mr.  Brooks  also  attended  the 
Midland  School  of  Electronics, 
Hamilton  College,  the  University 
of  Illinois,  and  Purdue  University. 
He  was  the  holder  of  three 
fellowships  and  two  scholarships 
in  science  and  the  Bausch  and 
Lomb  Science  Medal. 

As  can  be  seen,  science  has 
been  a  dominating  force  in  the 
life  of  Mr.  Brooks.  Yet  a  variety 
of  hobbies  and  interests  are  also 
characteristic  of  this  familiar 
campus  figure.  In  fact,  Mr. 
Brooks  remarked  that  his  in¬ 
terests  are  presently  leaning  away 
from  science  and  are  becoming 
focused  upon  the  fields  of  geogra¬ 
phy  and  history.  Mr.  Brooks 
enjoys  special  relaxation  in  paint¬ 
ing  with  water  colors  and  listen¬ 
ing  to  classical  recordings  on  his 
hi-fi  set.  Commenting  upon  one 
of  his  favorite  hobbies,  a  definite 
light  entered  Mr.  Brooks'  eyes,  for 
to  him  cooking  is  a  pastime  filled 
with  satisfaction  if  it  is  done  with 
"finesse.”  He  feels  that  a  certain 
technique  is  necessary  in  cooking 
and  that  it  is  a  wonderful  means 
of  self-expression.  In  revealing 
that  one  of  his  specialties  is 
Welsh  rabbit  (often  spelled  “rare¬ 
bit,”  but  according  to  Mr.  Brooks, 
wrongly  so,  for  historic  details 
show  that  William  the  Conquerer 
had  a  hand  in  naming  this  well- 
known  dish  and  that  his  fondness 
for  rabbit  inclined  an  anxious 
innkeeper  to  name  a  subsitute 
“Welsh  rabbit”  when  the  former 
was  not  available),  Mr.  Brooks 
said  that  the  “scientific  method” 
is  not  absolutely  necessary  in  this 
field,  but  remarked  that  a  cer¬ 
tain  personal  pleasure  in  cooking 
adds  to  the  flavor  of  the  crea¬ 
tion. 

Mr.  Brooks,  his  wife,  and  their 
child,  Dee  Dee,  who  attends  the 
Lasell  Nursery  School,  have  en¬ 
joyed  the  pleasant  New  England 
atmosphere  of  Auburndale  during 
the  time  in  which  they  have 
been  connected  with  Lasell.

state  of  anything.”  This  wholeness  of  self  or  personality, 
the  inner  core  of  the  individual,  is  that  which  will  not 
know  defeat  if  it  is  composed  of  the  right  “ingredients.” 
All  through  life  we  mold  this  self  by  either  adding  or 
subtracting  to  its  strength  through  our  actions  and 
thoughts.  Integrity  comprises  the  backbone  of  an  indivi¬ 
dual's  character  and  the  endurance  or  strength  which  it 
has  thus  established  inwardly  flows  outside  the  possessor 
and  is  felt  by  others  because  of  her  honor,  sincerity, 
courage,  honesty  and  other  qualities  which  are  admired 
and  respected  by  our  society. 

★  ★  ★ 

This  integrity  is  a  living  force  and  is  not  limited  in 
its  capacity  to  grow  and  influence  others.  These  virtues 
can  give  us  goals  which  are  so  valuable  in  themselves 
that  minor  or  even  major  disappointments  cannot  cause 
our  defeat.  As  is  often  said,  defeat  comes  not  from  making 
mistakes  or  having  disappointments  but  from  failing  to 
profit  from  them.  A  person  with  vital  integrity  experi¬ 
ences  continual  growth  and  not  death  in  the  sense  of 
resignation,  disinterest,  moral  decay  and  dissipation.  Even 
when  life  eventually  ends,  a  person’s  integrity  lives  after 
her  in  the  form  of  her  deeds  and  her  character’s  effect  on 
others.

It  is  by  now  probably  evident  that  the  implications 
in  Lasell’s  motto  could  be  developed  extensively.  When 
one  reads  Horace’s  ode,  the  broad  meanings  in  the  words 
“Repulsae  nescia”  are  even  more  apparent.  While  we  are 
here  at  Lasell  and  afterwards,  we  should  remember  that 
one  of  the  purposes  of  education  is  to  contribute  to  the 
growth  of  the  whole  person  and  to  the  development  of 
all  one’s  potentialities.  It  is  by  developing  this  inward 
integrity  that  a  person’s  outward  aspects  take  on  mean¬ 
ing.  Youth  is  the  time  to  build  the  foundations  for  one’s 
character  and  to  make  it  what  one  desires.

In  closing  with  a  stanza  of  “Call  to  Youth,”  which 
contains  one  of  the  main  ideas  of  Horace’s  ode,  it  can  be 
added  that  the  true  integrity  comes  from  knowing  what 
you  believe,  from  learning  to  support  one’s  own  convic¬ 
tions  and  to  feel  that  they  are  right  for  oneself.

Sheppard  and  her  enthusiastic 
Child  Development  class  em¬ 
barked  on  a  field  trip  to  the 
Peabody  Home  for  Crippled  Chil¬ 
dren,  which  is  located  at  Newton 
Centre. 

It  was  an  ideal  day  for  a  trip, 
and  w’ith  scout  leader  Sheppard 
leading  the  pack,  we  ventured  into 
unheralded  territory.  With  the 
chivalrous  help  of  the  nice  young 
driver  of  a  dry  cleaning  truck 
and  a  policeman,  we  finally 
arrived  at  the  Home,  which  is 
situated  on  Oak  Hill.  The  scenery 
encircling  the  large  Home  was 
truly  picturesque. 

After  parking  the  cars  without 
a  scratch,  we  proceeded  toward 
the  building.  The  moment  we 
entered  the  building  we  could 
hear  the  laughter  of  children. 
Our  robust  little  group  was 
escorted  to  an  extremely  pleasant¬ 
ly  decorated  reception  room  where 
we  were  given  a  thorough  briefing 
on  the  functions  and  purposes  of 
the  Home. 

“The  object  of  the  Home  is  to 
provide  care,  especially  surgical,

and  education  for  crippled  chil¬ 
dren  suffering  from  diseases 
classified  as  orthopedic  and  re¬ 
quiring  prolonged  hospital  treat¬ 
ment.”  Any  child  who  classifies 
as  such,  and  is  between  the  ages 
of  six  months  and  12  years,  may 
be  admitted. 

Although  the  Home  is  strictly 
a  private  institution,  the  town  of 
Newton  provides  schooling  for  all 
the  children,  and  religious  instruc¬ 
tion  is  also  given  once  a  week. 

As  we  were  guided  toward  the 
wards  we  could  hear  the  noises 
and  busy  activities  of  the  chil¬ 
dren.  Upon  entering  the  first 
ward  we  received  the  feeling 
that  the  atmosphere  which  pre¬ 
vailed  was  exceedingly  exhila¬ 
rating.  The  children  seemed  so 
completely  responsive  and  friend¬ 
ly.  One  little  boy  was  riding  a 
tricycle.  When  we  remarked  how 
wonderful  this  was,  the  nurse 
told  us  that  since  he  couldn't 
walk,  it  was  the  next  best  way 
to  get  around.  All  the  children 
had  a  great  deal  of  spirit  and 
none  of  them  stayed  in  one  place. 
All  the  beds  had  wheels,  and  the 
children  could  be  moved  to  classes.

An  interview  for  a  job?  — 
Why  there’s  nothing  to  it  —  all 
you  have  to  be  able  to  do  is  “sell 
yourself."  To  start  at  the  begin¬ 
ning,  Rule  No.  1  is  make  sure 
you’ve  got  something  to  sell!

As  a  junior  college,  Lasell 
offers  its  students  many  varied 
and  interesting  courses  in  litera¬ 
ture,  history,  fine  arts,  science, 
etc.,  which  a  business  school 
would  be  unable  to  provide.

Hanging  impressively  in  Brag- 
don  Parlors  is  a  recently  acquired 
painting  given  to  Lasell  by  the 
late  Mrs.  Lola  Goodall  Thornburg. 
The  painting,  by  Hans  Dahl,  is 
entitled  “Norwegian  Fjord.” 

The  painting  was  purchased 
prior  to  1929  and  has  been  ap¬ 
praised  at  $1500.  Hans  Dahl  was 
a  Norwegian  painter  who  studied 
at  Carlsruhe  and  Dusseldorf.  His 
type  of  romantic  painting  was 
popular  at  the  turn  of  the  cen¬ 
tury.  The  artist  was  primarily  a 
landscape  painter  and  used  great 
detail  in  his  work.  The  flowers 
in  the  foreground  of  “Norwegian 
Fjord”  are  seen  as  nearly  perfect 
specimens  when  viewed  with  a 
magnifying  glass.  The  girl  in  the 
painting  is  present  in  many  of 
Dahl’s  works. 


Mrs.  Thornburg  entered  Lasell 
m  September  1904,  and  was  grad¬ 
uated  in  1908.  While  attending 
Lasell,  she  was  elected  life  secre¬ 
tary  of  her  class  and  served  as 
business  manager  of  the  "Lasell 
Leaves,”  then  a  monthly  publica¬ 
tion.  She  passed  away  in  July, 
1957.  Mrs.  Thornburg’s  sister  and 
niece  were  also  graduated  from 
Lasell. 

Collective  paintings  was  a  favo¬ 
rite  hobby  of  the  Thornburgs. 
The  one  presented  to  the  school 
was  from  their  Hollywood  collect¬ 
ing  of  art.  Very  civic  minded, 
Mrs.  Thornburg  contributed  most 
generously  to  the  town  of  San¬ 
ford,  Maine.  She  left  $50,000  in 
memory  of  her  father,  and  con¬ 
tributions  were  made  to  local 
hospitals  in  memory  of  her 
mother.

Lasell  Scientist  Conducts 
Experiment  For  Columbia

Anyone  of  the  Lasell  family 
■who  has  had  the  derring-do  to 
venture  in  the  deep  recesses  of 
Bragdon  lately,  might  have  dis¬ 
covered  a  small  colony  of  mice, 
a  hamster  and  a  few  rabbits  in- 
one  of  the  cellar  rooms.  The  mice 
belong  to  a  research  project  head¬ 
ed  by  one  of  the  foremost  autho¬ 
rities  in  genetics,  Professor  Dunn 
■of  Columbia  University;  they  are 
the  responsibility  of  Miss  Harriet 
Tinker,  Lasell’s  instructor  of 
zoology. 

Miss  Tinker  brought  the  mice 
to  Lasell  last  fall.  Since  then, 
they  have  increased  from  six  to 
twenty  and  include  the  following 
types:  the  zero  tails  (those  with 
no  tails),  the  brachys  (those  with 
half  a  tail),  the  normal  tails,  one 
waltzer  (a  mouse  with  no  sense 
of  equilibrium)  and  the  eye 
mutants  whose  lenses  fall  out  at 
birth. 

The  colony  at  Lasell  is  one  of 
several  in  the  project.  Miss 
Tinker  is  engaged  in  breeding  the 
various  types  and  recording  the 
inherited  traits  in  each  genera¬ 
tion.  She  keep  a  system  of  card 
filing  and  cataloguing  for  each 
cage  of  mice  and  for  each  indivi¬ 


dual  mouse.  One  catalogue  is 
used  to  record  such  facts  as  the 
birth  date,  size  and  sex  of  the 
mice,  another  is  kept  for  each 
female  mouse  and  a  third  for 
each  male.  Every  imaginable 
detail  is  noted  ■  —  even  to  the 
extent  of  measuring  the  ears  of 
the  mice. 

It  has  been  observed  that  the 
characteristics  in  mice  are  in¬ 
herited  in  the  same  manner  that 
human  blood  diseases  are  in¬ 
herited.  In  this  sense,  an  impor¬ 
tant  difference  seems  to  present 
itself  in  regard  to  whether  the 
father  or  mother  has  the  original 
disease.  The  project  hopes  to 
make  valuable  discoveries  in  the ' 
field  of  medicine  by  correlating 
the  results  from  the  cross  breed¬ 
ing  of  the  mice  with  the  variances 
in  the  human  blood  disease. 

Miss  Tinker  has  caught  mice 
throughout  the  New  England 
area  for  this  project  and  contri¬ 
butions  have  been  made  from  all 
over  the  world.  It  has  humor¬ 
ously  been  noted  that  only  in  the 
Democratic  states  have  mice  been 
found  of  the  tailless  type.  The 
Republican  states  cannot  seem  to 
contribute  mice  with  the  ability 
to  breed  tailless  offspring.

Thus,  the  new 
dorm  will  be  constructed  entirely 
of  brick,  cement,  and  steel. 

Accumulated  building  fund 
money  and  gifts  from  generous 
Alumnae  and  friends  of  Lasell 
will  handle  the  cost  of  this  edifice.

The  Senior  Sailors  from  Gard¬ 
ner,  who  were  seeded  to  win  the 
day’s  races,  demonstrated  their 
ability,  with  Bette  Stubbe  at  the 
stern,  by  taking  the  second  race 
in  3  minutes  and  20  seconds. 
This  was  the  best  timing  of  the 
day,  and  they  came  in  6  seconds 
ahead  of  the  second  place  Solid 
Seniors. 

The  Freshmen  proved  to  be 
stronger  again  in  the  third  race 
as  the  Freshman  White  Crew, 
captained  by  Priscilla  Wakeling, 
led  all  the  way  to  win  with  a 
time  of  3  minutes,  30  seconds  — 
13  seconds  ahead  of  the  second 
place  Senior  Whites. 

The  fourth  race  was  the  closest 
one  of  the  day,  but  the  Senior 
Blues,  with  Marilyn  Barette  cap¬ 
taining,  squeezed  in  just  2  seconds 
ahead  of  the  Freshman  Pinks  to 
win. 

The  fifth  race  proved  to  be  one 
of  the  most  exciting  one  of  the 
afternoon.  It  consisted  of  the 
Faculty  vs.  Alumnae,  vs.  the  4th 
place  winner  of  the  first  race, 
which  was  the  Senior  Pink  Crew 
from  Hawthorne.  It  was  a  close
